FIGHTS IN SANTO DOMINGO. 


Rebel Defeat and Su 
Plata Custom: House to Reopen. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—The decision 
of the American Government to dis- 
patch the armoted cruiser ‘Washington 
to Dominican waters, and thus increase 
its naval force.during the revolutionary 
movement in Santo Domingo was fol- 
lowed by. an announcement to-day. that 
the’ Custom House at Puerto Plata 
would be reopéned. The information 
came in a dispatch trom Commander 8. 
V. Graham of the gunboat Petrel. 

“The Washington has sailed from Key 

West for Puerto Plata. The gunboat 
Peoria met the Washington outside. of 
Key West last night and delivered. mail 
for the gunboats Petrel.and Wheeling, 
now in Dominican waters. 
Disturbances in the environs of Le- 
vago, Santo Domingo, were reported to 
the Navy Department. to-day. The 
forces under Leconte ‘Vasquez were 
routed, and Vasquez himself was 
wounded. An official Navy Depart- 
ment announcement on. the situation 
said: - 

Commander Graham: reports from 
Puerta Plata that’ the Custom House 
will be reopened. 

There have been slight disturbances 
in environs of Levago, Santo Domingo, 
but the revolutionists have been rout- 
ed; also slight depredations against 
sugar mills near San Pedro de Ma- 
coris. 

It is reported that Moca, in Santo 
Domingo, is in the hands of the revo- 
lutionists and they are operating 
against Santiago.

Arrives at Para and Describes 
Previously Unknown: River . 
~ 1,000 ‘Miles Long. 


TRIP. FULL OF DANGER 


Shooting Rapids at Risk of 
Lives Frequent — One Man 
Drowned, Another Murdered. 


OPERATION ON HIS FOOT 


Now Recovering—Starts Home To- 
morrow and Will Go to Spain 
for Son’s Wedding.

PARA, Brazil, May 5.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt and Kermit Roosevelt, with 
George K. Cherry, a representative of 
the Museum of Natural History at 
New York, arrived here this afternoon. 
They will.depart on Thursday morning 
on the steamship Aidan for New York 
via Barbados. 

The .Colonel consented to be inter- 
viewed, though still suffering slightly 
from the wound on his foot. He 
talked with his usual brilliancy. 

Though, he said, the voyage was full 
of accidents, the expedition was a 
success, not only tor the purpose un- 
dertaken by the Museum of Natural 
History, there having been collected 
2,100 birds and animals, but for its 
geographical work in exploring an un- 
known river, undertaken at the sug- 
gestion and through the generous ‘co- 
operation of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment. 

Col. Roosevelt sald that in conjunc- 
tion with Col. Rondon, his Brazilian 
associate, he had discovered a river 
nearly 1,000 miles long, of which the 
existence was not even hinted at In 
any map. He added: 

“It takes its rise in a high upland 
in west Matto Grosso north of. the 
13th: -parallel of latitude and be- 
tween longitude 59 and. 60 west of 
Grénewich: . We embarked in 12 de- 


60.15:west. The river ruris with many 
doublings and. twistings almost due 
north into.1 


Madeira is the biggest affluent of the 
Amazoii, and the newly discovered 
river is the biggest affluent of the 
Madiera. Its course is full of rapids 
and falls. 

“Speaking roughly,.in point of vol- 
ume it is equal to the Rhone or the 
Hudson and it is impossible to navi- 
gate it. At about 7 degrees 30 min- 
utes, south latitude, it joins practically 
another river of the same size. 

“The party consisted of myself, 
Kermit, George K. Cherry, and the 
Brazilian Army officers—capital men 
i—Rondon, Lyra, Dr. Cajazeira, and 
paddlers. ; 

“From latitude 11 degrees 48 min- 
utes to 10 degrees 48 minutes, our 
course was almost unbroken, save by 
rapids. 

“Leaving civilization behind, we 
entered this part of the river on the 
27th of February, during six weeks’ 
working the rapids, slugging our way 
down, and making no more than a 
couple of miles a day, sometimes cut- 
ting inland through ‘the jungle, car- 
rying canoes on our shoulders, and 
sometimes shooting rapids with 
great risk of life. 

“One paddler was drowned and an- 
other murdered by his comrade, from 
whom he had stolen food. 

“Five of the seven canoes were se 
and we built others instead. We 
worked our way forward at half ra- 
tions, carrying. what was only neces- 
sary, leaving behind even rifles, food, 
and clothes on one occasion, but sav- 
ing the canoe.” 

Col. Roosevelt was waunded in the 
foot, and Dr. Cajazeira was obliged to 
perform an operation due to an ab- 
scess. Lying down in a canoe -under 
the tropical heat most of the time, but 
obliged to walk sometimes, the Colonel 
reached Manaos April 30. He is now 
practically vrell. 

Col. Rondon was nearly killed by un- 
seen Indians, and was saved by his 
dog. The animal’s barking gave the 
alarm. Indian arrows killed it. 

The party did not actually see any 
Indians, but twice heard them. 

The Brazilian authorities of the 
States of Amazonas and Para are mak- 
ing great preparations to welcome the 
Colonel. 


PARA, May. 5.—Col. Theodore Roose-

After Villa left for Torreon Chao con- 
fiscated the property that Villa had or- 
dered him not to touch., He delivered 
the house to one of his personal friends, 
who immediately called in all of nis 
neighbors for a house-warming. 

Villa heard. of this at Torreon when 
his friend protested to him direct. He 
ordered. Trinidad Radriguez to return 
to Chihuahua, assume the positidn. of 
Governor, and put Chao out. Chao re- 
fused to go. Villa made a flying trip to 
Chihuahua to depose Chao. He is re- 
ported to have knocked him down and 
threatened to shoot him. 

It is asserted by the Constitutionalists 
here that Gen. Carranza himself warned 
Chao that unless he curbed his tongue 
he would find trouble.

Americans. 

“ Splitstone was held a;prisoner at a 
hotel, but got to Mexico ‘City on April 
25, and took up with the Government 
the detention of the others. Mean- 
tifhe Davis and Nutter were treated 
with great severity. They were re- 
leased on April 30 and helped to get 
to Mexico City by British Consul Mc- 
Milten of Saltillo. 

“ Their troubles were due entirely to 
Gen. Joaquin Maass, Jr.,. Governor of 
Geahota. who accused them of being 
spies. Their effects were searched by 
the secret police and their papers con- 
‘iso fiscated. The European d- 

ents that accompanied the party were 
not annoyed in any way. 

“The anti-American demonstrations

of experiences almost every one of

try floating from a pole. 

I have seen that flag subjected to 
the grossest insult, and those who 
claimed its protection threatened with 
death. and. treated with the . greatest 

* erueity. 

I have passed through the country 
and have seen thé American Consulates 
sacked, and the safes containing the 
State documents and department codes 
vifled of their contents. The Consuls 
.iitemselves were imprisoned and suffer- 
+d tortures with the death threats of 
se Mexican officials hanging over 
‘om constantly. 

‘fo sum. the whole matter up, the 
Mexicans “have sown a crop that will 
meun a ‘bitter harvest for them in the 


net far distant future. The news from 
{the remote interior is just beginning to 
filter through from. refugees now 
streaming into Vera Cruz from all di- 
rections, Each one brings a story more 
gruesome than the other, and horror 
piles on horror until it makes the 
average American’s blood boil to think 
that our forces must sit idle while 
. such outrages are going on. 

I myself witnessed the first repulse 
of the column sent to relieve Torreon, 
and anticipating the complete rout of 
the Federal forces, I secured a pass 
from the commanding General and left 
for Mexico City. 


Held Captive in a Guardhouse. 

On April 6 I was taken from a train 
at Hipolito, a water tank town in the 
middle of the wildest desert this side 
of Sahara.

On. Thursday I managed to get a note 
to the’ Governor, in which I claimed 
that I should be released, as I had 
come to Mexico at the invitation of 
Huerta, and that, moreover, I was des- 
perately ill. I was released that night. 

On Friday I reached San Luis Potosi 
and- found that the British Consul at 
that place had saved our Consul by 
taking him to the British Consulate 
and refusing to give him up to the 
Governor. 

The hysterical mobs in this mare also 
demolished the American “ Consulate, 
taking especial delight in tearing the 
American flag to tatters and commit- 
ting indecencies in this connection that 
will not bear telling. 

Seventy-five of us Americans were 

acked, sardine fashion, in the British

FLED FROM THE OIL FIELDS. 


Pollack Says British Ship Helped 
Many American Refugees. 


“Rudolph Pollack, manager of: develop- 
ment of the Cortez Oil Corporation, 
which has oil fields near Tampico, who 
was one of the American refugees car- 
ried to Galveston by the battleship 
Connecticut, told last night at the Van- 
derbilt of his rescue, with 135 other 
Americans, by a tugboat flying the 
British flag, and their trip in a British 
oil steamer past the Mexican warships 
in the harbor of Tampico. 

Mr. Pollack arrived. yesterday with 
his wife from Galveston. Mrs. ‘Pollack 
reached Galveston on the Ward liner 
Hsperanza without having heard: from 
her husband, who was. seventy-five 
miles from Tampico when she left. 

For. six months Mr. Pollack had ‘been 
in the oil fields. He is a petroleum en- 
gineer by profession. The Cortez Cor- 
poration an American corporation 
and. has offices at 27 William Street. 

** We were in full operation in the oil 
fields on April 21, when all communi- 
cation was suddenly cut off,’’ Mr. Pol- 
lack said. ‘‘ We suspected some trouble, 
but did not know what were the latest 
developments at Tampico. The Aguila 
and Huastoca companies, whose fields 
are in the same district, shut down, and 
on April 23 I decided that it would be 
well for us to do likewise. 

“ All the American workers, most of 
them drillers, about 100 in all, started 
for Tampico along the Panuco River. 
In a lagoon we came upon a launch. 
We heard that the Mexicans were kill- 
ing all Americans. On the way we 
picked up a number of American ranch- 








rs. 

“Although we heard reports of the 
violent anti-American demonstrations at 
Tampico, we had no trouble out in the 
country. The natives are of the lower 
order and understand very little of 
what is going on. There is, however, 
an undercurrent of anti-American feel- 
ing among these people, and a strong 
leader would. be able to get them start- 
ed. They are for the main part not 
in sympathy with Huerta or Carranza 
or any faction. 

‘* Before we got to Tampico we were 
ng the British 
not permit us 
laced on thé English 
tank steamer El Zorro and kept over- 
night. The next day, which was April 
24, the El Zorro ran by all the Mexican 
gunboats without interference and we 
boarded the Connecticut. There were 
460 refugees on the Connecticut. I 
heard there of the demonstration by 
Mexicans at the Southern Hotel in 
Tampico. The hotel occupants, of whom 
my wife was one, had fled. 

““Mrs. Pollock said that it was a 
miracle that every one in the Southern 
Hotel was not killed. A’ number ‘of 
Texan ranchers were stationed in the 
hotel windows for sharpgnhooting, but 
the mob was violent and it was only 
the German Commander who checked 
the invaders.’”’ 

Mr. Pollock said that he was to meet 
other oil men at the Rocky Mountain 
Club to-morrow night and discuss the 
situation in the oil fields. Plans must 
be made and carried out, he said,‘ or 
property worth millions of dollars would 
be destroyed. If the oi] wells were per- 
mitted to flow, he said, the Panuco 
River would be covered with. oil and 
the Mexicans probably would set fire to 
it and wipe out the whole district.

MAYOR TO NAME CITIZENS 


Services at City Hall..and Escort 
from Battery to Brooklyn 
Suggested to Daniels. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May _— 5.—President 
Wilson decided to-day to attend the 
ceremonies at the New York. Navy 
Yard over the remains of ‘the sailors 
and marines who were killed: in’ the 
fighting at Vera Cruz. 

Secretary Daniels announced that the 
President would leave here. on Sunday 
night ‘and that he would make. the 
only address at the ceremunies, which 
will be held in the navy yard on Mon- 
day morning, May 11. Admiral Dewey, 
President of the General Board of the 
navy, has been invited to accompany 
Secretary Daniels to New York for the 
ceremonies, but it is probable that the 
Admiral will not be able-tv go on ac- 
count of his health. 

Secretary Daniels has »also invited 
Lindley M. Garrison, the Secretary of 
War; ¥ranklin D. Roosevelt, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy; Henry P. 
Breckinridge, the Assistant Secretary of 
War; Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, Aid 
for Operations; Admiral Victor Biue, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and 
other high staff officers of the na in 
Washington to accompany him to New 
York for the ceremonies. ‘ 
- Late this afternoon Secretary Daniels 
issued this announcement regarding the 
plans for the occasion: 


Tentative plans were made to-day by 
the Navy Department for the memorial 
services which will be held at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard on Monday morn- 
ing next in honor of those who died as 
a result of wounds received at the oc- 
cupation of Vera Cruz. . 

the burial service was held by the 
Chaplain of the fleet’ before the de- 
parture of the cruiser Montana, and as 
the bodies will be taken from the navy 
yard to the homes of the relatives for 
the final interment services, the cere- 
monies: at the Brooklyn -yard will be 
entirely by way of a public recognition 
on the part of the Government of the 
services these men have rendered their 
country. 


Plans of the President. 


Président Wilson will leave Washing- 
ton on Sunday night by train and will 
make the only address.

AFFIDAVITS ARE DEFENDED 


Frank Counsel Submit Others Re- 
butting Prosecution—Woman De- 
nies Conley Owned to Murder.

ATLANTA, Ga., May 5.—There were

BARS ALL REAL MUNITIONS. 


Embargo Not Modified, but Recti- 
fied, Says Garrison. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 5.— Secretary 


Garrison denied to-night that there had 
oeen any modification of the embargo 
recently re-established against the ship- 
ment of arms, ammunition, and other 
munitions of war across the Mexican 
border, but said there had been a rec- 
tification. : 

“The embargo was. intended to apply 
to those things which. might be used in 
harming people,’’ he said. ‘‘ It was in- 
tended to apply to guns, bullets, dyna- 
mite, and suth things, but: not to. flour, 
clothes, shoes, and such articles. There 
has been « rectification permitting the 
latter character of articles to cross the 
border, but no modification of the em- 
bargq against the shipment across the 
border of real munitions.”

The administration Democrats, the 
Progressives, the progressive Demo- 
crats, and the progressive Republicans 
all were caucusing to-night. Thus far 
not the slightest opposition has been of- 
fered to any niatter before either House 

or Senate, but it is known that trouble 
will be started soon, probably at the 
opening of the session apm hg iw. 

The bills. introduced to-da y provide 
for a State constabulary, for the preven- 
tion of the sale of firearms, for empow- 
ering the Governor to prevent the sale 
of liquor in the strike zone, and for a 

constitutional amendment for the enact- 

ent of a conn sory arbitration law. 
he last-named bill may be accepted by 
the anti- ‘Administration men, who nom- 
inally represent the strikers. If it con- 
tains features tu whieh they object hey 
to amend it or put throtigh a 
substitute. 

With a strict compulsory arbitration 
law, it is argued, Colorado could readily 
settle all her strike controversies and 
could prevent any repetition of the pres- 
ent war in-the-eoal fields. The progres- 
sive elements onares that the corpora- 
tions are in contro ag the Legislature.

“Impulse Came Over Me,” His Only 
Explanation of Murder—Has Been 
In Several Sanitariums.

Chester Burnell Duryea, who, as told 
i Jdte editions or yesteraay morning’s 
New York Times, shot to death early 
‘yesterday morning in+their Bay Ridge 
home “his octogenarian father, Gen. 
Hiram Duryea, famous as the com- 
mander of a regiment of Zouaves in 
the civil war, last night was taken from 
the: Raymond Street Jail in Brooklyn 
to Bellevue Hospital, a violent maniac. 
He was confined in a straight, jacket 
and removed in a hospital. .ambulance 
after he ‘had been throwing himself 
against the walls of a padded cell in 
the Brooklyn jail until it became evi- 
dent he would have to be taken away 
for his own safety. 

At 7:30 o'clock a call came from the 
Raymond Street Jail to Bellevue asking 
that an ambulance be sent to remove & 
patient for the psychopathic ward. Dr. 
Wellington responded to the call, and at 
the jail he found Duryea in a padded 
cell, throwing himself against the walis 
@nd shouting. The jail authorities told 
the doctor that Duryea had first been 
imprisoned in an ordinary cell, but that 
it was feared he would kill himself in 
his frenzy, in spite of the fact that a 
policeman stood guard in front of the 
cell every moment. He was then re- 
moved to a padded cell, but his violence 
did not abate, and at last the jail au- 
thorities decided he should have tke 
better care that was afforded by a hos- 
pital equipped to handle violentiy in- 
sane patients. 

Duryea fought against being taken 
from the padded cell, but he was over- 
powered, and with a confining strap his 
wrists were strapped to his sides. Pa-

NIXON LET OFF WITH FINE. 


Victim Now WIIl Sue Former Yale 
Student for Damages, It Is Said. 


Special to The New York Times. 

UEW HAVEN, Conn.,-May 5.—Lewis 
Nixon’s son, Stanhope, escaped a jail 
sentence to-day on the charge of strik- 
ing down with an iron bolt Edward H. 
Evrit of this city, by reasons of condi- 
tions that allow café and hotel propri- 
etors to sell to minors until they are ‘in- 
toxicated. 

Judge Edward O’Meara of .the Police 
Court found i Nixon guilty of the 
asSault and fined him $200 and costs of 
é trial, which will bee several hundred 
dollars more. His counsel, David Fitz- 
gerald, appealed the case to the Court 

of Common Pleas, but it is not believed 
that it will be retried. Nixon's parents, 
who were in the courtroom, declined to 
comment ‘on the decision. 

The young man went on the stand in 
his own behalf and was a frank wit- 
ness. He said on the night in, question 
he- had- been: drinking with other’ stu- 
dents, and his mind was a blank as to 
what had occurred. He declared that 
his alleged statement to detectives was 
in no sense a confession. He could not 
deny that he made the assault, he said, 
because he could not remember anything 
that had happened. 

His undergraduate’ companions also 
testified to their befuddled ‘condition the 
night of the assault, and evidence that 
they procured liquor freely at cafés and 
hotels was undisputed. 

Mr. Fitzgerald has formulated a care- 
fully prepared alibi for the . accused, 
and presented a mass of evidence tend- 
ing to throw the blame upon a young 
man who found Evrit after he had been 
attacked. This alibi was wholly discred- 
ited by Judge O’Meara. 

Mr. Evrit, the victim of the assault, 
is chief engineer for the Southern New 
England Telephone Company and is a 
prominent clubman. Evidence proved 
that he was accosted by Nixon for a 
match about 2:15 o’clock one morning 
last October, and that he ignored the 
request. He testified that he saw two 
students who had made the request fol- 
lowing him, turned, and was struck 
down without recognizing them. It was 
said on authority to-night that a suit 
for damages would be brought against 
young Nixon because of the assault.

The Sixth and Nineteenth Hlection Dis- 
tricts of the Twelfth Assembly District 
also were unanimous for the convention. 
The Sixth. has been under investigation 
and six indictments have been filed. It 
is sald that probably a thorough investi- 
gation of all the districts will show from 

50 to 75 per cent. of the votes cast were 
fraudulent.

LONDON, May 5.—“ Give mé a ra- 
diurh highball” and “I want a brandy 
with 4 dash of radium water” will 
soon be orders heard in clubs and 
other places whére men congregate, 
according to an expert who strongly 
disclaims any connectioh with the nu- 
merous quacks who have latterly been 
éxploiting so-called radio-activée prep- 
arations. 

Radium water has a direct infusion 
of radium salts. It is kept sparkling 
by the infiltration of ultra-violet rays 
and the addition of carbonic acid ‘gas. 
The new preparation is patented, and 
laboratories Will be erected in London 
whence radium water will bé issued to 
the public in siphons. 

The promoters invité medical tests 
of their preparation, which they say 
will gratify the palate as well as con- 
duce to good health.

Sir Alfred Mond, Sir Robert Balfour, 
Dr. Chapple, and Thomas Lough spoke 
fot the Liberals; William Redmond 
for the Irish Nationalists, W. Hayes- 
Fisher for the Unionists, and G. N. 
Barnes for the Laborites. J. Allen 
Baker (Liberal) introduced the 
speakers. 

In replying; Mr. Asquith, after a 
long, whispered conversation with Sir 
Pdaward Grey, the Foreign Secretary, 
and John Burns, President of the Lo- 
cal Govertiment Board, whose presence 
was regarded as significant, said he 
would without unreasonable delay con- 
vey to thé Cabinet the “ representa- 
tions of such an important deputation.” 

The Premier repudiated any inten- 
tion on the part of Great Britain of 
slighting of slurring the United 
States, citing the fact that when asked

mediately accepted the invitation. 
The prospects are now bright for of- 
ficial British representation, according

DAVIS CUP MATCHES 


Schedule Arranged for Belgium 
and France--Australia to 
Play Canada Here, 








Although no official advices have 
reached the members of the American 
Davis Cup International Committee re- 
garding the arrangements for the 
matches, the schedule has been an- 
nounced in British publications. The 
Internatienal Cemmittee ef the British 
Lawn Tennis Association has decided 
upon the dates and locations for the two 
matches in which the British Isles will 
cempete. The expediency raised in seme 
quarters in England of holding all the 
eliminating ties in England has been 
found impractieable. Australia must 
cress the Atlantic te play its first round 
tie with Canada on the neutral courts 
of the champion country and cannot 
return to England or France, even as- 
suming that. time permitted the double 
ecean veyage, which it does not. Arc- 
cordingly, the winner of the bottom half 
of the draw, (England, France, and Bel- 
gium are the three countries included in 
it,) will eome to the United States imme- 
diately after the sectional tournament is 
completed. 

In the draw the British Isles and Bel- 
gium filled the first round, or the upper 
half, with France drawing a bye. In 
the lower gection Australia and Canade 
were the opposing teams in the lower 
brackets, with Germany play ing the win- 

7 in the second roun It was gen- 
erally adinitted that , ange and and Aus- 
tralia would be found e final round, 
and in order to arrange the sehedule in 
such.a way as not to eonflict with the 
British championships the tennis au- 
thorities on the other side completed the 
lewer section games.

DIFFER ON BOXING WEIGHTS. 


Nations Interested Unable to Agree 
on Uniform Standard.

the Australian boxing promoter, was 
in conference with the commission, and 
Was authorized to treat with the foreign 
representatives on behalf of the New 
York men.

Suffrage would not 
lessen. their burdens or make them 
happier. : 

Of course, they can find men who 
will flatter them and tell them they 
are better able to govern the world 
than its present governors, if men can 
be said to usurp the whole power of 
government in any civilized country 
nowadays. If men of that kind are 
the only ones they want at their meet- 
ings, why do they entreat public of- 
ficers to attend them? If they want 
to be flattered and cajoled let them 
stick to the familiar type of male suf- 
fragist. Few intelligent men of large 
responsibilities can afford to go fur- 
ther in the encouragement of the suf- 
frage movement than Mayor MITCHEL 
did at Carnegie Hall, and he deserves 
gratitude, not abuse. 
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ADJOURN IN A WEEK. 

If the Governor limits the action of 
the Legislature to the appropriation 
bills there is no public reason why the 
special session should last a week, or 
more than three or four days. Gov. 
GLYNNn’s statement that should the 
Legislature prolong the session by 
factional strife, such as was exhibited 
in the closing days of the regular ses- 
sion, he will appeal directly to the’ peo- 
ple in protest, is a good statement of 
principle. Speaker SWEET may be 
right in asserting that the Governor 
may not fix the date of adjournment, 
but he may enter the Speaker’s district 
and the districts of other legislators 
and present a good argument that they 
are wasting the people’s money if the 
bickering over the appropriations 
does not cease this week. 

The fight over funds to support 
the offices of State Fire Marshal and 
of the Department of Efficiency and 
Economy should not have been started. 
The offices may be useless. They may 
have been created to make jobs for 
politicians. So long as the enabling 
acts are on the statute books it is 
the duty of the’ Legislature to provide 
for their execution. Too many laws 
are passed with the notfon that they 
may become dead letters by withhold- 
ing the means to make them effective. 
The departments. should be either sup- 
ported or regularly abolished by the 
repeal of the laws creating them. 

The Governor has had introduced an 
Appropriation bill $1,000,000 less than 
the total of either of the bills passed 
by the Senate and Assembly in their 
dead-locked session. He can veto any 
additional appropriations. He has re- 
duced the special bills by $6,000,000, 
and the pruning of the general bills 
will enable the State to get through 
the year, redeem all its pledges, and 
maintain its credit without imposing 
a direct tax. No ground can exist for 
disputing ‘the Governor’s plea of 
economy. It would be folly to dispute 
it, since he can veto any items of ex- 
pense that he chooses. 

There should be time to spare with- 
in the week for the passage of the pri- 
mary reform measure supported by 
the National Democratic Club. The 
fact that the Legislature failed to 
heed the Governor's message urging 
it to provide bi-partisan watchers at 
the primaries next September, to make 
them fall on the first day of registra- 
tion, to apply the signature law to 
them, and have sample ballots sent 
out to the voters in advance for a 
proper choice of candidates, will stand 
out the more clearly if a repetition of 
the message should be unheeded at the 
special session. The legislators could 
have little excuse for ignoring such a 
message this week. 











THE FEDERAL RESERVE SYSTEM. 

The nominations for the Federal 
Reserve Board present a case for 
mutual congratulations. The country 
has cause to rejoice in the character 
of the nominees, and the nominees 
can rejoice that the reception of 
their names is such as. to assure 
them of the country’s co-operation 
in their difficult task. There is cause 
to regret Mr. OLNEY’s declination, 
but mention is made of another man 
trained in the Cleveland school, and 
trained already in the Treasury. 
Whether Massachusetts or another 
State sits at the head of thé table 
there will be no such soreness in New 
York as there might. be elsewhere if 
New York’s fitness to dominate. the 
situation had been officially recognized. 
The interior has no cause for jealousy, 
and has representatives of'a quality to 
assure both that the interior shall 
mot be exploited, and that the coun- 
try shall not suffér by the prejudice 
against New York manifestéd in 
political circles: .-The problém is be- 
ing approached in @ reasonable frame 
fof. mind in’ each of the twélve dis- 
tricts whose organization is the first 
problem, before. the ‘board. 
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is NG been made in the districts 


of which Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Cleveland, Richmond, Dallas, 
Chicago, St. Louis, and San Francisco 
are the reserve centres. Minneapolis 
and Kansas City and Atlanta were 
backward. There is no reason to 
doubt their qualifying, nor would 
there be difficulty in proceeding with 
@ smaller number of reserve centres 
than the maximum. The yee 
already is assured, and on the first 
of the month there were pending 211 
applications from State and private 
bankers to enter the system by be- 
coming national banks. Regarding 
the system as an entirety the stage 
of doubt is passed, and only. details 
remain for the Federal Reserve 
Board to consider, 

Its embarrassment ‘will not come 
from the leading. centres. In the Hast 
the chief complaint is that parts of 
New Jersey and Connecticut wish 
to be annexed to New York, rather 
than to Boston or Philadelphia, but 
New York, Boston, and Philadelphia 
are not complaining. Oklahoma 
banks wish to be included in the 
Kansas City district, rather than in 
Dallias’s. Northern Michigan wishes 
to be assigned to Chicago rather than 
to Minneapolis, and is not assisting 
the subscriptions of Minneapolis. Ne- 
braska and Wyoming banks are not 
supporting the Kansas City bank, 
because they prefer to be associated 
with Chicago. Atlanta’s difficulties 
are of a similar sort. There is noth- 
ing factious in this wish to be com- 
fortable and prosperous in new bank- 
ing relations. The objections and the 
lukewarmness of support, such as it 
is, are due entirely to business con- 
siderations, and can be remedied by 
businesslike treatment of the appeals 
awaiting presentation to the Federal 
Board. These reserve banks wiil be 
even more difficult to support than 
to organize, and the ambitious cities 
which have coveted the costly honor 
may reconsider when the bills come 
in. The reduction of the excessive 
number of reserve centres from solely 
natural causes will be no cause either 
of regret or of complaint. 








THE PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

There is evidence that HUvERTA’s 
troubles in his own capital are serious 
and are not growing less. This makes 
the outlook more hopeful for a happy 
issue of the peace negotiations. CaR- 
RANZA’s refusal to rest on his arms 
while the parley proceeds need give us 
no great concern, since the advance of 
the Constitutionalists toward the capi- 
tal will manifestly add to HuErRTa’s dis- 
comforts and apprehension. 

CARRANZA’S abstention naturally nar- 
rows the list of subjects open for dis- 
cussion by the peace negotiators. Cer- 
tainly, if the envoys who have tend- 
ered the good offices of their Govern- 
ments should turn the proceedings 
into a formal mediation with sitting’s, 
presiding officers,’ secretaries, and all 
of that, they might have trouble in 
deciding how to begin. The Tampico 
incident would necessarily be ex- 
cluded. We could not accept media- 
tion to determine whether our flag had 
been insulted or whether Admiral 
Mayo should be overruled and his or- 
ders annulled. The only part of that 
incident open to discussion is whether 
HvuERTA will make the apology de- 
manded, and that question is one for 
peacemakers proceeding by other 
means than mediation. On the con- 
ditions we laid down the first ques- 
tion would really seem to be the con- 
sent of Huerta to take himself out of 
the way. 

The negotiators, in spite of the dif- 
ficulties that confront them, are mak- 
ing a serio effort to remove the 
causes of difficulty, and in that en- 
deavor they will have the sympathy 
and the support of all the American 
people. Their work would be facili- 
tated, not hindered, we are convinced, 
by a continuance of our military prep- 
arations on a scale sufficient to re- 
move all doubt as to their. meaning. 
The forces of Federal troops disposed 
along the line of the railways run- 
ning to Mexico City have evidently 
been placed there to obstruct any ad- 
vance toward the capital, rather than 
as a menace to Gen. FunsTon at Vera 
Cruz. Nevertheless, it is not well that 
there should be even any speculation 
as to the sufficiency of the force we 
maintain in that seaport, and the im- 
pudent Mexican demands for a sur- 
render of the waterworks a short dis- 
tance out of Vera Cruz are a little 
disquieting. Certainly, we have had 
experience enough with our neighbors 
of Mexico to know that they pay a 
very high respect to unquestionably 
superior force. J 








TWO CLOSED SHOPS. 

In Colorado the employers have 
wished to establish the closed shop 
principle against the unions. While 
the law commanded them not to op- 
pose the formation of unions and not 
to discharge men because they be- 
longed to a union, they have refused 
to hear the representatives-whom the 
unionists empowered to present their 
case. That was the coal operators’ 
“closed shop.” 

The unions, on the other hand, wish 
to close the mines against non-union 
workers. Strangely enough, there is 
no law on the statute books of Col- 
orado forbidding and penalizing the 
unions for acts that deprive a free 
man of his right to-sell his labor in a 
free market. The United Mine Work- 
ers have established the tnionists’ 
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compel ; s , settlement on. the closed shop 
basis. 

The Federal troops have stopped the 
insurrection. \ Upon their withdrawal 
it will break forth again unless both 
employers and unionists abandon their 
positions of extreme selfishness and 
make mutual concessions. They must 
quit fighting for. closed shops. The 
unionists should take the word “ scab” 
out of their vocabulary. The employ- 
ers should encourage the formation of 
open unions in their mines-that will 
admit the men they choose, and guar- 
antee discipline and the orderly dis- 
position of grievances. Such unions 
have been formed in New York among 
scores of thousands of ignorant. for- 
eign workers once subject to lawless 
and violent leaders. It should not be 
difficult to form them among the 
10,000 coal miners of Colorado. ; 








A SOCIALISTIC BUDGET. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
budget, presented in the British Par- 
liament Monday, carries his country 
still further into the depths of radi- 
calism. How long will the British 
people stand Lioyp GEoRGE and his 
theories, which are obviously at vari- 
ance with the cherished British idea of 
fairness? To increase the national in- 
come about $50,000,000 the Chancellor 
proposes to increase the tax on all in- 
comes of more than $5,000 a year and 
add to the supertax on large incomes 
so much that the tax of some. Britons 
will exceed 62 cents in the pound. He 
also designs to raise the death rates 
so that the. tax on some estates will 
amount to one-fifth of the total valua- 
tion. Thus the increased burdens will 
be ‘placed entirely on one class, or it 
might be truer to say will not trouble 
wage earners and men of moderate 
salaries at all. The taxation of the 
very rich will be increased, but the 
professional men, the business men, 
will be most heavily oppressed. <A 
lawyer or physician, a writer or engi- 
neer whose earned income amounts to 
as much as $12,500 a year, must pay 
to the State 32 cents for every $5, in 
addition to his house rates and parish 
taxes, which are never low. If he is 
lucky enough to have in addition an 
unearned income, however small, he 
must pay nearly double the income tax 
rates on that. To be sure, the lawyer 
or the physician may try to increase 
his fees to meet his increased taxes, 
but there is plenty of competition in 
those professions, while the untaxed 
class either uses the services of cheap 
physicians or depends on free medical 
aid, and it has very little use for 
lawyers. , 

Yet Mr. LLoyD GEORGE is not appre- 
ciably in the way to transform Great 
Britain into a paradise for wage earn- 
ers. Indeed, in spite of his increased 
land taxes, his old age pensions, his in- 
surance schemes, and his inclination to 
press the people who are thrifty as 
much as possible, the growth of labor 
disturbances during his long term’ of 
office has been enormous. He is no 
favorite with the Socialists and syndi- 
calists, while he persists in his adher- 
ence to a plan of action which, as one 
of his conservative critics has said, will 
tend to produce in England “a popu- 
“lation of greedy, irresponsible spon- 
“ gers, in place of the sturdy, self-re- 
“ specting working class.”’ In any fair 
system: of taxation the burden is 
shared by all.

share of shillings. But the needs of 
the British Government have been 
largely increased by Mr. Lt&oyp 
GEORGE’s socialistic measures, and it is 
not unlikely that a change in the Min- 
istry will be required before long, less 
on account of the Home Rule agitatfon 
than because of a general demand for 
a return to sound economic principles.

When a man is per- 
mitted to make wide 
Endanger and public proclama- 

. tion, as did an offi- 
the Public. cial of the Anti-Vac- 
cination League on Monday, that small- 
pox is less to be feared than the conse- 
quences ta be expected from the Jenner- 
ian operation, he severely strains the 
covenanted liberties of both himself and 
of the newspapers that printed his ad- 
vertisement. When, besides making this 
demonstrably false statement, he ad- 
vised parents to resist any pressure or 
influence that might be brought.to bear 
on them in the matter of having their 
children vaccinated, he became nothing 
less than a public enemy. 

That he was not treated as such, that 
he incurred no penalty except the inef- 
fectual indignation and resentment of 
everybody who knows the facts in re- 
gard to what is probably the most brill- 
iant achievement of medical sclence— 
this only shows that tolerance of fatuity 
and ignorance is carried so far as seri- 
ously to imperil highly important: pub- 
lic interests. 

No. reasonable or enlightened person 
doubts or can doubt that vaccination, 
properly and persistently utilized, gives 
complete protection from the once nearly 
universal plague the ravages of which it, 
and it alone, has already reduced, in 
‘civilized countries, to such’a degree that 
it hardly counts as a factor in the death 
record. Epidemics of the dreadful mal- 
ady are still possible, however, in any 
unvaccinated community to which a case 
of the disease may be brought, and such 
importations are everywhere to be ex- 
pected by such communities in these 
days of frequent contact of one sort or 
another with nations backward or care- 
less in the observance of sanitary and 
hygienic laws. 

The United States is in especial dan- 
ger of contagion just now, and yet this 
is the: time chosen by the anti-vaccina- 
tionists to exploit their literally pesti- 
lent heresies and to utter their menda- 
cious warnings agains; dangers that do 
not exist! What they say about evil 
‘effects following — vaccination has .an 
element of truth so-small as to be neg- 
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sion if it had been allowed to become in- 
fected. _-

gravers’ Union No. 1 the injunction 
asked by the Gill Engraving Company 
must be accepted, of course, as correct: 
It is extremely difficult, however, for 
the lay mind cordially to acquiesce in an 
argument the result of which is to de- 
clare innocent the attempted ruining of 
the company’s business by threatening 
with strikes all who venture to buy the 
half-tone plates which are its product. 

The ruining, we are told, would be an 
incidental, and not necessarily intended, 
consequence of a permissible, even dis- 
tinctly authorized, action—to wit, a 
strike. The layman can see easily 
enough, indeed, that the union would be 
glad enough to let the engraving com- 
pany go on, if only it would. go on in 
accordance with the union’s notions of, 
propriety instead of those ‘entertained 
by its owners, _but as the owners are ap- 
parently determined not to do that, the 
difference between the incidental and 
the intentional shows—for the layman— 
a strong tendency to disappear. 

The French haye a proverb to the 
effect that he who wants an end, wants, 
and by implication is responsible for, 
the means by which it is attained. This 
rule is a highly plausible one, and it is 
seemingly applicable to the controversy 
under consideration. Instead of apply- 
ing it, Judge Hove preferred, and pre- 
sumably was compelled by the control- 
ling case, to hold, that as the engraving 
company had a right to employ only the 
workmen it preferred, so the union had 
a right to order strikes when it pleased, 
and in this clash of equal rights, what- 
ever the ehsuing hardships to one side 
or the other or both, equity had nothing 
to say.

COLORADO’S DECLINE. 


Where Is: the Progress of Which 
Suffrage Orators Boast? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Rarely have I sat threugh a suffrage meet- 
ing at which a great deal about Colorado was 
not said. I have again and again heard 
suffrage orators speak of it as a model 
State, in which political and social conditions 
are vastly superior to those of other States. 
I have listened while a speaker enumerated 
a long list of laws, all alleged to be on the 
statute books of Colorado, most of which I 
should pronounce good, provided they are 
wisely drawn and intelligently enforced. And 
always has the speaker, by the plainest in- 
ference, amounting in many cases to direct 
assertion, claimed all the credit for whatever 
is good in present-day legislation in Colorado 
for her women, who, it is alleged, far from 
being a mere passive addition to the elec- 
torate, are the most active element among 
the voters. I have heard one suffragist of 
national reputation assert that ‘‘ the women 
of Colorado have taken her government firm- 
ly in hand and may now be said to run that 
great State.’’ 

But suddenly, in a most dreadful and dra- 
matic manner, Colorado stands revealed as a 
State in which government has completely 
broken down. So inept and inefficient has 
she shown herself that she has been com- 
pelled to admit that she cannot enforce her 
own laws and to go to the humiliating length 
of begging for Federai aid. Now, either the 
information disseminated by the. suffragists 
in regard to this State is erroneous, or the 
women voters are largely responsible for this 
sad condition of affairs. 

Those of us who have turned our attention 
to Colorado lately, having been impelled to 
do so by the insistence of the suffragists, 
have for some time been aware that some- 
thing is wrong: with that State. Mind, I 
do not say that the ‘‘ something’’ is woman 
suffrage; but I do think that, whatever it is, 
it would repay a little study on the part of 
the suffragists. , Since the days when Ed- 
ward O. Wolcott and Henry M. Teller gave 
Colorado a standing in the United. States 
Senate out of all proportion to her general 
importance, there has been a steady and 
marked deterioration in the calibre of her 
public servants: Other States have purified 
their elections, but Colorado's remain. cor- 
rupt. The movement that has resulted in 
the reforming and transforming of govern- 
ment throughout the country, though it had 
its inception in the West, seems not yet to 
have reached Colorado. She elected Gug- 
genheim to the Senate in the same year. that 
New Jersey dropped Dryden. . The “great 
leaders"? of whom she now boasts are men 
like Judge Lindsey, who, undoubtedly sin- 
cere and well meaning, are so lacking in 
balance and judgment that they frequently 
injure he excellent causes they espouse,

RAPID TRANSIT ABUSES. 


New York’s Are the Worst, but the 
Public Suffers Meekly. 


To the Reitor of The New York Times: 

I have visited every city in the United 
States of more than 20,000 inhabitants, 
some of them many times, and every- 
where found relatively better conditions 
of local transportation than in New 
York. The passenger congestion in 
Greater New York, through inadequate 
equipment, the poor method for hand- 
ling the crowds, the crushing of men, 
women, and children, the cattle-pen ar- 
rangement.of railing and ropes, all. be- 
| Speak an indifference to the rights of 
the populace, éspecially so by the sub- 
ways, elevated; and bridge manage- 
ment. 

This letter is the outcome of feelings 
of indignation because of an episode I 
noted this morning. A Lexington Ave- 
nue train had dumped its load of hu- 
manity. at the Brooklyn end of the 
Bridge, and the pushed and pushing 
wedges of men and womeén were crowd- 
ing to the doors of an already over- 
loaded train for Manhattan, when a 
young girl fell between the concrete 
platform and that of the car. She would 
have been severely injured if a power- 
fully built fellow had not been able -to 
hold the crowd back. The Brooklyn 
elevated trains are crowded to a dis- 
graceful extent two and a half hours 
in the morning and evening. 

On a Lexington Avenue train the 
coldest day of last Winter I noticed on 
a crowded platform an old lady of 70 
years or more shivering in the below 
zero temperature; a young girl so tight- 
ly crushed that she could not raise her 
hands to turn up her coat collar. 

The best-natured crowds I have met 
in my experience as a traveler in five 
countries are those of New York, and 
the worst imposed upon by the city 
common carriers. The people of no 
other American city would stand the 
outrageous conditions of local travel.

E. W. Deming’s Indian Paintings 
and Sculpture on View. 


-E. W. Deming’s paintings and sculp- 
ture now on view at the residence of 
Mrs. Harriman are dedicated to Indian 
subjects, with two exceptions, one a 
composition showing Washington locat- 
ing Fort Pitt, the other, Lewis and 
Clark leaving their Winter quarters 
with the Mandan Indians. Several of 
the paintings are illustrative of Indian 
legend and superstition. There is ‘‘ The 
Spirit of Famine,” a green-eyed witch 
with a pack of ghostly wolves and the 
raven as messenger, devastating the 
country through which she _ speeds. 
There is ‘‘The Indian Orpheus,” slim 
Manaboza, playing his fluté and calling 
the beasts of the forest: about him, 
and there are the studies for the dec- 
orative panels in Arden House. In the 
more realistic paintings Mr. Deming 
Misses vitality, possibly through hav- 
ing his decorative intention too fixedly 
in mind. The bronzes show a firmer 
grip on character and the: heads of the 
Sioux warriors have the convincing ap- 
pearance of genuine portraiture. Among 
the smaller bronzes ‘‘ Maternity,” a 
bear. suckling her cubs, is freshest in 
feeling. 

The exhibition will last for ten days 
and ‘is under the supervision of the 
Knoedler Galleries.

Students at Princeton who have taken 


Greek as compared with those without 
Greek, :I am tempted to express regret 
that the cultural value of the classics 
has become a topic to be discussed by 
the statistician.. 

In regard to ‘‘the hard, cold facts” 
that “the Bachelors of Arts have a 
general and widely sustained lead in 
scholarship in Princeton,”’ there can be 
no reasonable ground for dispute. When, 
however, Dean West from. these statis- 
tics attempts to deduce. evidence, which 
he apparently believes. is: sufficient, to 
demonstrate that the mental superiority 
of the classical students at Priricéton 
is purely the result. of having studied 
Greek, many persons will feel inclined 
to recall Sydney Smith’s warning that 
facts are often. more uncertain than 
statistics. Unfortunately, it is true at 
Princeton that the majority of students 
entering the scientific courses have 
come from schools in which the prepa- 
ration for the ‘study of science is far 
below the standard maintained in such 
subjects. as Greek or Latin. Is there 
any large private school in the country 
where a boy may receive similar ad- 
vantages in preparing to enter the scien- 
tific departments of a university as are 


.|now conferred upon those intending to 


take their degree. in arts or literature? 
It should also be remembered that until 
quite recently the facilities for labora- 
tory work and for receiving instruction 
in science were of such a limited char- 
acter at Princeton that the better class 
of scientific students went to other uni- 
versities. 

The Bachelor of Arts degree at Prince- 
ton is the one which has: always at- 
tracted the greater number of students, 
partly because age has endowed it with 
the highest degree of prestige, and in the 
second place greater facilities for study 
were offered to applicants for this de- 
gree than in any of the other .courses. 
Students who desired to make a start 
in the world backed up by all the con- 
ventionat and often fictitious values that 
are attached to college degrees natural- 
ly chose courses leading to the A. B. 
degree, and at Princeton, in contrast to 
nearly all other universities, in doing 
this they are compelled to take Greek. 
The fact that Greek is not generally 
considered to be an easy ‘subject also 
tended to attract only the better class 
of students. In view of what seems to 
us to be the more direct as well as valid 
interpretation that may he given to 
Dean West’s statistics, are we not: jus- 
tified in asking to what extént the study 
of Aristotle has actually influenced the 
development of logic at Princeton? 

Instead of permitting the Philistine to 
drive him back to an attempted statisti- 
cal demonstration of the value of Greek, 
would it not have been possible to have 
formulated some inspiring and cogent 
expressions of faith in the efficacy of 
Greek culture, together with a rational 
presentation of its ideals, in a form that 
would appeal to. the Trustees and the 
Faculty as well as the students? By all 
means let us have more Greek at Prince- 
ton, for it is needed there, just as it 
is in every other American univérsity; 
but let us be sure that the ‘spirit of 
Greek philosophy is révealed to the stu- 
dents.. The present. Regius Professor 
of Modern History at Cambridge tells 
us that “free thought is still a serious 
hindrance and handicap to an Améri- 
can, even.in most of the universities.”’ 
If the revival of an interest in Greek 
will insure at Princeton, as well as at 
other American universities, ‘‘ that free- 
dom of discussion and speculation. that 
was fully’ realized in the Greek and Ro- 
man world arid thén disappeared when 
an. urrforeséen* force “laid Claims. upon 
the human mind and suppressed free- 
dom and imposed upon man a weary 
struggle to recover the freedom which 
he had lost,’’ then Greek should be 
made compulsory for all students. 

Of far greater importance than the 
question of the place Greek should oc- 
cupy in the curriculum is Dean West’s 
implication that something .is wrong in 
the American college at present; and in 
this view we agree with him most 
heartily. Under the present system of 
organization and administration it is 
not improbable that ‘‘ the provincial and 
the Philistine ’*' may yet make a succes- 
ful attack upon the collegiate type of 
institution. 

The general tenor of Dean West's let- 
ter, as well as that of his recent article 
in The Educational Review, suggests a 
fundamental misconception in regard to 
the functions of the ‘university. The 
general failure to distinguish between 
the methods of the college and of the 
university has become a serious obstacle 
to educational reform in the United 
States. Most of our American universi- 
ites, heavily overladen with the tradi- 
tions of the preparatory school, are 
vainly attempting to bridge the broad 
gap that in this country exists between 
college and university. intrusting the 
successful realization of their efforts to 
the sentimental interest of alumni or 
the whims of some Maecenas. 

It is very unfortunate that many of 
the Trustees of our colleges are not 
openly in sympathy with the growing 
public interest: in favor of an actual 
rather than a merely nominal transfor- 
mation of the college into the university.

Of the various feelings stirred by the 
Performance of a new farce which was 
shown to the public for the first time 
at Maxine Elliott’s Theatre ldst evening. 
the most lingering one is a mild irrita- 
tion. And this irritation is due to the 
fact that such capacities as the play 
has to amuse in this season of Spring- 
time diversions ure not half realized in 
The producer 
geems to have done his part with su- 
preme indifference. 

Among other troubles, here is a bad 
case of miscasting. Whatever actress of 
our stage Sydney Rosenfeld had in mind 
when he wrote “ The Charm of Isabel,’\ 
it was certainly not Marie Nordstrom, 
for in ‘the principal rdle this experi- 
enced player is dismally out of her ele- 
ment. Miss Nordstrom may be most 
easily described as.a character actress 
of ability. That ability will be remem- 
bered by all the many theatregoers who 
saw her as the loving Mrs. Jiinmy Gilley 
in ‘‘Bought and Paid For,’’ a play, by 
the way, which in no small degree owed 
its substantial success to the wisdom and 
care shown in emg po just the right 
players for the four leading parts. 

Now Miss Nordstrom was capital in 
the Broadhurst work, but she is hardly 
the actress one would select to play a 
most captivating young widow, who at 
first sight disturbs to wildness an al- 
ready excited Frenchman, and who, 
thereafter, with her tricks and her man- 
ners, brings dreadful confusion to a 

reviously placid New England house- 
hola of stiff-backed and horsehair sever- 
ity. Isabel works her havoc almost, if 
mot quite, unconsciously. She talks for 
a while with a hopeless invalid, and he, 
after six years of surrender, decides it 
is high time for him to be up and about 
once more. She casts a few bewitching 

lances upon a promising young divin- 
ty probationer. Straightway his eyes 
brighten, and he feels he must see some- 
thing of places like Paris before com- 
mitting himself to the ministry. The 
Very context of the Rosenfeld farce in- 
sists that Isabel shall be a person both 
petite and provoking, that she shall be 
possessed of a piquant and bewildering 
charm. ; 

A good many years ago, about the 
time when Rostand’s ‘“‘ L’Aiglon’’ was 
new to this country, a story was grave- 
ly circulated to the effect that Mme. 

rnhardt would join with Miss Adams 

a presentation of ‘‘ Romeo and Ju- 
Het.” At that a writer of verses freed 
his mind of some amusing stanzas on 
the subject of miscasting, wherein, if 
Memory serves, he specuiated on_ the 
chances of seeing May Irwin as Ham- 
let and wound up always with the 
cheery refrain: 

“*When. Sarah's playing Romeo to 
Maudie’s Juliet.’’ 
The present case is hardly so bad as 
ali that, but surely the season has 
brought us few more conspicuous cases 
of e@ occasional recklessness which 

those whose business it 1s 
cast the parts for the productions 
An untraceable rumor 
that Mr. Rosenfeld had Grace 
“George in mind when he wrote his farce, 
which is quite credible, although it must 
be said that an actress of such rare gifts 
deserves at all times a play of a higher 

uality than ‘‘ The Charm of Isabel.” 


“In the.same spirit, however, Mr. Rosen- 


feld’s farce, while by no means brilliant, 
is bright and amusing enough to have 
deserved a more careful production—a 
better ‘start in its fight for life. To 
have assigned the réle of Isabel to Marie 
Nordstrom was no fairer to Mr. Rosen- 
feld than it was to Marie Nordstrom. 
“Isabel’s charm, as the programme 
parenthetically explains, was that ‘‘ she 
*couldn’t say no.”” When all the cir- 
¢cumstances point clearly to the,need of 
@ firm negative, Isabel temporizes. She 
temporizes when an _ impressionable 
Frenchman follows her into her bed- 
room in a Parisian hotel. She evades 
further discussion by fleeing. to Amer- 
fea, where she cures an invalid with 
the very hopefulness born of her re- 
luctance to’ phrase her answer. to his 
suit. One suspects, however, that she 
never will get around to saying no to 
the young probationer. 
All this is told at a smart pace, and 
net a few stretches there is seen the 
andiwork of a man of long experience 
in the art of entertaining. But, as may 
be surmised, the farce revolves about 
the person of Isabel, and that accounts 
for the emphasis given to the protest 
against its present playing. Less need 
be said about «he others, for, with one 
notable exception and a few minor ones, 
the remaining parts are mot in skillful 
hands. And as for the setting, that is 
peerety in keeping with the produc- 
on. 


It is careless in detail, and the room 
used for the second and third acts is 
either the one that was used in ‘“ Little 
Women,” or amazingly like it. Alto- 
gether, ‘‘The Charm of Isabel’’ seems 
to have been flung on to the stage. Ac- 
cording to the programme, it is pre- 
sented by William A. Brady,. Limited. 
Certainly asa production it adds to no 
honor score, and it is difficult to believe 
that it was ever intended to do so. 

The one notable exception mentioned 
referred to the work of Albert Brown. 
Of this it is possible to speak with un- 
reserved enthusiasm. He is the ardent 
Frenchman who, as Isabel laments, has 
@ strong possessive case. He not only 
will not budge out of the Morton home 
in lem. He swears he will ‘‘ budge 
all-over the house” until he finds the 
retreating lady of his affections. He is 
the same Frenchman who has popped 
unaccountably into so many American 
farces. But, for once, in a way he is 

nuinely and continuously funny, thanks 
fo the brilliant performance by Mr. 

rown.

Opposed to them is Lizzie, 
the Mayor of the Anglesian capital, who 
was blown ashore in a wreck fifteen 
years before, but who had refused to 
tell about the outside world. She an- 
nounces that Wilhelmina, the pretty 
little Queen of Anglesia, sweetly played 
by Alice Randolph, with Winifred, the 
Regent, Capt. Theodora, and Lieut. 
Phillipa, is_returning victorious over 
Asta, Queen of Franconia, who has kid- 
napped Prince Ethelbert of Anglesia, 
with whom she is in love. : 

A storm comes up, and John Smith, 
played by Kenneth Webb, an American 
aeronaut, who has been sailing over 
the Mexican Army, is blown to the 
island. At the same time Pat Smith, a 
sea Captain and husband of Mayor Liz- 
zie, is washed ashore from q wreck. 
John Smith falls in love with Queen 
Wilhelmina, who also loves him, but is 
mistaken for the husband of the Mayor 
and is driven away. In the end, of 
course, everything comes out all right, 
and the men win-their right to vote and 
eventually rule the island. 

There was a large chorus of. pretty 

irls, and the costuming and scenic ef- 
ects were excellent. The theatre was 
crowded with friends of the performers, 


and the proceeds of the performance 
will be given to charity.

COUNSEL FOR GOULD ROADS 


Ex-President of American Bar Asso- 
ciation Began Career as Doctor— 
Lost Wife and Daughter at Sea.

‘ex-Judge John Forrest Dillon, mem- 
ber of the, law firm of: Dillon, Thom- 
son & Clay, 115 Broadway, at one time 
Professor of Real Estate and Equity 


Jurisprudence of Columbia University; |. 


subsequently Storrs Professor at Yale, 
and recognized the country over as the 
leading authority on the subject of mu- 
nicipal corporations; died after a 
month’s illness of the grip yesterday at 
the home of his daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
John M. Dillon, 1 West Seventy-second 
Street. Ex-Judge Dillon was in_ his 
eighty-third year, and had been in fail- 
ing health for six months. However, 
he was able to attend to his professional 
duties until his final illness. 

Ex-Judge Dillon was a member of the 
commission. appointed by act of the 
Legislature to prepare the charter for 
the Greater City of: New York, which 
went into effect Jan. 1, 1898. His 
achievement on which he perhaps most 
prided himself was the compilation of 
the pag eel leg treatise, ‘“ Mu- 
nicipal orporationg,”’ which has 
reached its fifth edition. That work 
occupied him for six years in the course 
of which he examined one by one thou- 
sands of the law reports, beginning with 
Volume I, State of Maine, and continu- 
ing in like manner. through the reports 
of successive States to date. : 

The latter part of Ex-Judge Dillon's 
ife was clouded by a tragedy of the 
sea, the loss of the ship Bourgogne, 
on July 4, 1898, in which his wife, Mrs. 
Anna Price Dillon, and his daughter, 
Mrs. Oliver, both perished. At the time 
of the accident Mr. Dillon was con- 
fined to his bed with a broken leg at 
his country home at Far Hills, N. J. 
Three weeks after the loss of the ves- 
sel, the Captain of a steamship that 
put into Philadelphia reported that he 
had seen hundreds of the victims 
of the Bourgogne floating in the At- 
lantic. George S. Clay, partner of Mr. 
Dillon, with whom he had been asso- 
ciated for twenty-seven years, went at 
the instance of the latter to Halifax, 
chartered a steamer and for ten days 
made a fruitless search for the bodies 
of ex-Judge Dillon’s wife and daughter. 

John Forrest Dillon was born on 
Christmas Day, 1831, in Montgomery 
County, N. Y., the so nof Thomas and 
Rosanna Dillon., When he was seven 
years old his parents removed to Iowa, 
settling at Davenport, where John For- 
rest as a youth began the education of 
himself. He began the study of medi- 
cine when seventeen years old, and aft- 
er attending several courses of lectures 
was graduated with the degree of M. D. 
He went to Farmington, Iowa, where 
he soon met a young lawyer named 
Howe. He did not make much progress 
with his chosen profession, ang this he 
confided to his friend. 

“ Howe, I have made a great mistake. 
I cannot practice medicine in this coun- 
try without being able to ride a horse, 
and this I am utterly unable to do. 
might as well admit the mistake, and 
turn my mind to something else. I shall 
read law. Tell me what is the first book 
that a student of the law requires.”’ 

The proper books were recommended 
to the young doctor by his friend Howe, 
and he ‘worked at them faithfully, with 
the result that he won his admission 
to the bar of Scott County shortly there- 
after, having never entered a law office 
or a law school. Soon after he was ad- 
mitted to the bar he was elected Pros- 
ecuting Attorney of. Scott County in 
1852. In 1858, at the age of twenty-sev- 
en, he was elected Judge of the Seventh 
Judicial District Court of Iowa. Subse- 
quently he became Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of that State, and was 
Chief Justice of that court until 1869, 
when President Grant appointed him 
Judge of the United States Circuit Court 
for the Eighth Judicial Circuit, com- 

rising the States of Arkansas, Kansas, 

- aria Nebraska, Iowa, and Minne- 
Sota. 

After a decade of distinguished ser- 
vice on the Federal bench, Mr. Dillon 
tendered his resignation in the Fall of 
1879 in order that he might accept a 
 teaebee epee at Columbia’ University. 

traightway he removed to New York. 
The bar of every State embraced in his 
circuit took prompt action through meet- 
ings, resolutions, addresses, and other 
testimonials to show their personal af- 
fection and appreciation of the retiring 
Judge. 

At the time that ex-Judge Dillon came 
to New York his uncle, Sidney Dillon, 
was President of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road, and soon after assuming the duties 
of a professor at Columbia ex-Judge 
Dillon was retained -as general solicitor 
for that railroad. Later he became 
counsel for the company, and was still 
its legal representative when it was 
put into a receivership in 1893, and 
even until after its reorganization. In 
succession he became counsel for the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad and the Texas 
Pacific Railroads He was counsel for 
the Goulds in the whole Gould railroad 
system, and until his death was counsel 
for the estate of Jay Gould. 

Ex-Judge Dillon had-argued success- 
fully hundreds of cases affecting inter- 
ests public and private in every part of 
the country: In the discussion of a 
legal question he would say: ‘‘I de- 
cided that point when I was on the 
bench,’”’ whereupon he would send for 
a volume of his Circuit Court reports 
and Saree turn to the particular case, 
establishing a precedent. 4 

He started his first important literary 
undertaking, ‘*‘ Municipal Corporations,”’ 
in the sixties, when he was a Justice of 
the Supreme Court. 

Ex-Judge Dillon was chosen Storrs 
Professor at Yale in 1891, and remained 
in that chair until 1892, His literary 
werk was not confined to the writing of 
opinions and briefs, because he had care- 
fully prepared many notable addresses 
delivered before the bar associations all 
over the country. This collection in- 
cludes: : 

**The Inns of Court and Westminster 
Hall,’ ‘‘ Iowa’s Contribution to the Con- 
stitutional Jurisprudence of the United 
States,’’ ‘‘ Chancellor Kent, His Career 
and Labors,”’ ‘ w Reports and Law 
Reporting,’’ ‘‘ Bentham and His School 
of Jurisprudence,” and ‘‘Our Law: Its 
Bssential, Nature, Ethical Foundations, 
and Relations.’’ 

In 1891 ex-Judge Dillon was_ elected 
President of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, his term of office expiring in 1892 
and to mark his sense of the value an 
uséfulness of that organization, as the 
accredited representative of the bar of 
the United States, he dedicated the fifth 
and last edition of his ‘‘ Municipal Cor- 
porations ’’ to that body.

Small Setback in Stocks on 
Realizirig—Outlook Viewed. 
'» More Favorably. 


There was scant, supply yesterday of 
news bearitig directly on matters of im- 
port to the stock market. The trad- 
ing,on the xchange was in somewhat 
lighter volume, and the movement .of 
prices reflected the letting down of 
quotations which is so apt to follow 
such a substantial risé as that which 
has taken place during the last ten 
days.” In no quarter was: the. reaction 
rapid, and the average net loss for the 
day was small. No appeal had to be 
made to éxtraredus influences to ex- 
plain this moderate setback, not was 
it even necessary to assume that bear- 
ish pressuré was again being exerted 
against the market. As a matter of 
fact while. the recent forward move- 
ment has naturally increased the dis- 
position among certain traders to dis- 
pute any further advance market senti- 
ment as a whole remains cheerful. It 
must be borne in mind, too, that the 
sharp upturn had been preceded by a 
severe decline, and on recovery which 
has since taken place nothing more 
has happened than a readjustment 
of the market to the conditions which 
prevailed prior to the time when the 
Mexican situation assumed acute form. 

What is more significant than the 
day to day run of news at the moment 
is the changed and changing disposi- 
tion of many in the banking com- 
munity. Each day recently Has added 
to the number of bankers who, looking 
beyond the immediate trade situation, 
find ground for increased hopefulness 
regarding the outlook. Very much 
significance is attached to the appoint- 
ments which the President has made 
to the Federal Reserve Board. The 
full list was made public in the mor 
ing’s dispatches from Washington, je § 
though the reported declination of Mr. 
Olney still left one place on the board 
to be filled. It was felt that the char- 
acter of the appointments made by the 
President showed very clearly a rec- 
ognition of the need of sympathetic 
handling of the broad questions of 
business and finance with which Gov- 
érhment comes into direct contact. 

Financial sentiment has for some 
timie been adversely affected by mani- 
festations of antagonism between 
Government and business, and this has 
probably been more potent than any 
other one influence in causing the dis- 
couragement which from time to time 
has found expression in financial 
circles. This discouragement is lessen- 
ing, and this fact may be taken as 
symptomatic of a change which may 
very well prove of great ultimate im- 
portance. Such a change does not di- 
rectly selve any of the problems with 
which business or fiance may be con- 
fronted, but it enheartens those deal- 
ing with these problems and creates 
a view point which increases the will- 
ingness to profit by the opportunities 
which may present’ themselves from 
day to day. 

The Mexican situation is still belrig 
viewed calmly notwithstanding the in- 
sistence in someggjuarters that a peace- 
ful solution of. the problem is im- 
possible. The financial community hes) 
all along recognized that a happy 
solution was difficult, but if, is'no more 
inclined now than it was at the outset 
of mediation to assumie that efforts 
in the direction of a peaceful settlement 
ef the points directly at issue are 
futile. There was but very casual in- 
terést in the continued ~ competition 
abroad for gold. Paris on this oc- 
casion was successful in taking most 
of the $3,750,000 laid down-in London. 
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Even the prospect of further engage- 
ments here for sliipment to France 
Brouses but, very little interest at the 
moment in view of the undisturbed 
ease of money rates. Moreover, it is 
recognized that if the movement is to 
be confined to gold bars as it has been 
throughout the shipments which have 
occurred this year the exports will be 
kept within very narrow limits. A new 
issue of Lake Shore notes which have 
been \placed abroad was announced 
yesterday.

The Value ef Speculation. 

Legislators and others, after a cur- 
sory study of Stock Exchange transac- 
tions, have reached the startling con- 
clusion that if reduced to strictly in- 
vestment transactions there would not 
be. business enough to support the pres- 
ent organization. Friends of the Ex- 
change cheerfully conceded it. The 
total volume of the buying and selling 
of shares held for their investment re-

The buying is small at all times, but 
in times of threatened crisis the selling 
by investors becomes considerable. In 
that, say friends of the Exchange, 
lieS one of the useful functions of 
Speculation, forthe purchases by traders 
serve to check the declines and supply 
an outlet for the ‘sellers. If dealings 
wére limited to the actual investment 
business a cut in an investment issue’s 
dividend might bring in 100 selling or- 
ders and not a buying order. - Under 
present conditions there are always 
buyers and sellers for anything listed 
on the Exchange, although the margin 
between the bid and offer may be large 
in extremely inactive issues.

Shopping Around the Floor. 

When a. broker was asked yesterday 
what effect the prohibition of specula- 
tion would have on the market he re- 
cited a recent experience. A .customer 
gave to this broker an order to sell 800 
shares of Canadian Pacific in an in- 
active market. There had been no sales 
of the issue, and the specialist quoted 
it 18 bid, 190 asked. The bid came 
from Berlin, the offer to sell from 
Montreal. ‘Having plenty of time, and 
being desirous of getting as good a 
price as possible for his client, the 
broker started around the room to work 
up a little interest in Canadian Pacific. 
An arbitrage man raised the offér to 
187, and made the asked price 189. <A 
well. -Known speculator narrowed the 
market further by quoting 188—189. An- 
other broker thereupon bid 188% and 
offered to sell at 188%. The 300 shares 
finally were sold at 188% to a man who 
had no tdea of buying Canadian Pacific, 
@ month before, but who was willing 
to take a block on which he saw an op- 
portunity for a profit. The customer 
received $975 more than he would have 
obtained had the broker been compelled 
to take the only buying order that hap- 
pened to be in} the market when he 
wanted to sell.

WILSON SEEKS HEAD 
OF RESERVE BOARD 


Olney Declines and Secretary 
Houston Now Is Talked 
Of as Governor. 


WAS CONSIDERED BEFORE 


President Reluctant to Make Changes 
in Cabinet “ Team ’"—New Eng- 
land Bankers Mentioned. 


WASHINGTON, . May 5.—President 
Wilson is again searching for a Gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve Board. 
After four months of painstaking in- 
quiry he had determined on Richard 
Olney, former Secretary of State, as the 
man to head the board which will regu- 
late the nation’s system of twelve re- 
gional banks, but Mr. Olney has now 
declined, being unwilling at his ad- 
vanced age to undertake new responsi- 
bilities. 

Many Administration officials were 
disposed to believe that Secretary Hous- 
ton of the Department of Agriculture 
would be finally chosen in Mr. Olney’s 
place. It is an open secret that the 
President has wanted to appoint Mr. 
Houston to the Federal Reserve Board, 
but did not wish to make any changes 
in his Cabinet, which he refers to as ‘‘a 


team.’” Mr. Houston favorably im- 
pressed those who came in contact with 
him when he toured the country as a 
member of the Organization Committee 
of the Reserve Board, and his name 
Was suggested for the board then. 

It is known that since Mr. Olney’s 
declination the President has not fixed 
on any one, but is looking over the field 
for another member of the board. He 
is said to be anxious to get a New Eng- 
land man, so that all sections may be 
represented. Col. William A. Gaston ang 
Joseph O'Neill, both prominent Boston 
bankers, have been suggested as possi- 
bilities, but it is believed the President 
will choose a business man with legal 
training. The other four members of 
the board selected by the President are: 

Paul M. Warburg of New York, Dr. 
Adolph Caspar Miller of San Francisco, 
Harry A. Wheeler of Chicago, and W. 
P. G. Harding. of Birmingham, Ala.

WARBURG TO QUIT BANK FIRM. 


Will Resign from Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
to Go on Federal Reserve Board. 


Paul M. Warburg, before taking office 
as @ member of the Federal Reserve 
Board, will retire from the firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., although such action 
is not specifically required by law, 

The Federal Reserve act provides that 
‘‘no member of the Federal Reserve 
Board shall be an officer or Director of 
any bank, banking institution, trust 
company, or Federal Reserve bank, nor 
hold any stock in any bank, banking 
institution, or trust company; and be- 
fore entering upon his duties as a mem- 
ber of the Federal Reserve Board he 
shall certify under oath to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that he has com- 
plied with this requirement.”’ 

Under this clause it will be necessary 
for Mr. Warburg to resign as a Director 
of the National Bank of Commerce, the 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company, 
and the United States Mortgage and 
Trust Company. He will also have to 
dispose of such stock as he may own in 
banking institutions. His intention to 
retire from the banking house in which 
he is a partner is understood to be be- 
cause of the interest of the firm in sev- 
eral banks. 

No action will be taken by Mr. War- 
burg, however, toward severing these 
connections until his nomination has 
been sent to the Senate and confirmed 
by it. 

Mr. Warburg’s other Directorates, 
which are not involved, are in the 
American Surety Company, Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad, National Railways of 
Mexico, Wells, Fargo & Co., and West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
Company. 

Bankers generally expressed gratifica- 
tion yesterday with the selections made 
by President Wilson. Frank A. Vander- 
lip, President of the National City Bank, 
said: 

‘“* President Wilson has made admir- 
able appointments to the Federal Re- 
serve Board. I do not see how he could 
have done much better. I know most of 
the men personally and am certain that 
they command the respect of the whole 
country. The President has justified 
all that was expected of him in select- 
ing really high-grade men for this im- 
portant work. 

‘““Mr. Warburg is pre-eminently quali- 
fied for the task through his intimate 
study of the currency problem and his 
knowledge of international banking mat- 
ters. Mr. Miller has high qualifica- 
tions as a student and economist, and 
Mr. Wheeler, while connected with the 
banking business, is better known 
through his activities in the formation 
of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, of which he is President, and 
may be regarded as representing par- 
ticularly the public. . 

.‘*T expect that the new banking and 
currency system will now be organized 
in a short time. There will be no un- 
necessary delay, I feel sure.’’ 


COMPENSATION LAW FAULTS 


Contractors and Allled Employers 
Puzzled by Its Knotty Problems. 


It was manifest at a dinner of the 
Consolidated Building Trades Credit As- 
sociation at Pabst Harlem Restaurant, 
256 West 125th Street, last night that 
employers allied with the building in- 
dustry were at sea concerning the re- 
cently enacted workman’s compensation 
law, which goes into effect on July 1. 
About 800 building contractors and rep- 
resentatives of firms supplying building 
material attended the dinner. In addi- 
tion to a general feeling of opposition to 


the law, there was much uncertainty 
about fulfilling {ts requirements. Many 
men said they had yet to meet a man 
who understood the law at all. 

E. L. Barnard, President of the asso- 
ciation, referred to the law as ‘a dam- 
aging piece of legislation,’’ and his were 
the mildest words applied to it.. The lia- 
bilities that an employer might incur 
under the law, it was said. would run 
into thousands of dollars a year, and 
how an employer might survive such 
damages no one could say. 

Several contractors mentioned as ben- 
eficiaries men who the Legislature prob- 
ably never thought would be affected 
by it. These were marriage brokers. 
Under the law, the contractors said, an 
employer must pay the widow of an em- 
ploy2 killed in the performance of his 
work two-thirds of her husband’s annual 
salary until her death or remarriage. In 
the case of remarriage the employer was 
obligated to pay the widow only part 
of two years’ salary as dowry. The 
marriage brokers had pointed out that 
it was to the advantage of employers to 
have widows of employes remarried. 

It was shown that the law had given 

employers four kinds of insurance by 
which they might guarantee compen- 
sation payments in cases of disability 
or death of employes. They were: 
Self-insurance, by which an employer 
satisfied the state of his own ability 
to meet all obligations; insurance in the 
State fund provided by the law; in- 
surance in a mutual company in which 
employers were members sharing 
profits and losses, and insurance in a 
company which accepted a_e stated 
premium and assumed all risks. 
. The dinner was planned with the idea 
of having speakers set forth the ad- 
vantages of each form of insurance, so 
that the diners could choose more intel- 
ged among them; but because twu 
of the speakers did not appear and 
there was so much noise and confusion, 
only two speakers told their stories. 
Neither had any good word to say for 
ae or insurance in the State 
und. 

Harrison N. Vedder, Secretary Di- 
rector of the First Mutual Liability In- 
surance Company of New York, argued 
in favor of insurance in the mutual 
cempanies. He said that the compen- 
sation law was not so damaging as the 
contractors imagined, and that Ses evils 
might be avoided to a great extent by 
insurance in a mutual company. From 
the experience in other States, he said, 
mutual companies could guarantee in- 
surance of employes at a minimum cost 
to employers.. He gave many statistics 
to_uphold his contention. 

John. Baptiste, resident Secretary of 
the Southwestern Surety Insurance 
Company, discussed Mr. Vedder's points, 
and. said that the safest insurance for 
employers was in a stock company. He 
contended that the losses under mutual 
insurance had to be corsidered as well 
as the profits and asked what mutual 
company could stand the damages from 
such a catastrophe as the Triangle Shirt 
Waist fire. In insuring with a stock 
company, he said, an employer paid a 


fixed premium and assumed no risk. 


GETS BROADTRADE CHARTER 


Virginia Gives Wide Latitude to the 
Continuous Casting Corporation.

RICHMOND, Va., May 5.—A charter 
was granted to-day to the Continuous 
Casting Corporation, by the State Cor- 
poration Commission. The concern is 
capitalized at $12,000,000. The corpora- 
tion is a holding company and is em- 
powered under its charter to engage in 
practically every branch of commercial 
industry. 

The officers are Robert A. Van Voor- 
his of Jersey City, President; Alex- 
ander F. Garbe of New York, Secre- 
tary; Cornelius A. Cole of New Jersey, 
Treasurer. These officers form the 
Board of Directors. The corporation 
paid a fee of $600 for the charter. 


$260,284 TO SPENDTHRIFT. 


George H. Robinson, Who Has: Had 
$500,000, Inherits Aunt’s Estate. 


Miss Augusta Hyatt, who died an May 
12, 1912, left a net estate of $260,284, 
according to an appraisal filed yester- 
day.-As Miss Hyatt died intestate, the 
entire estate will go to her nephew, 
George Hyatt Robinson, who was brand- 
ed in many court proceedings as a 
spendthrift. ; 

Mortimer A. Hyatt, 80 years old, uncle 
of Miss Hyatt, contested the nephew’s 
right to the entire estate, but Surrogate 
Cohalan decided against him. 

Mr. Robinson, the nephew, is 28 years 
old and has the reputation of having 
spent $500,000 between the ages of 21 
and 26.

THE WEATHER. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Western dis- 
turbance advanced rapidly eastward during 
the last twenty-four hours, and Tuesday 
night its centre was over eastern Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, with the lowest bar- 
ometer reading 29.86 inches. 

During this period this disturbance caused 
general rains and numerous thunderstorms 
over all districts east of the Mississippi 
River. 

Another disturbance is central over North 
Dakota, and is moving slowly eastward. It 
has caused rains and snows in the North- 
west. . 

Mild temperatures continued throughout 
the great central valleys and the East and 
South, but it is much colder in the North- 
west. 

Indications are that the Middle Atlantic 
storm will move seaward, followed by clear- 
ing weather Wednesday and fair weather 
Thursday throughout the East.

This Is- What Uncle Sam ‘Makes 


Them for Duty Purposes. 
That sardines dare herring, 
for tariff purposes, was the verdict yes- 
terday of the United States Court of 
Customs Appeals in tést cases brought 


by the Tokstad-Burger Company and- 


Moos & Co., of this city. The decision of 
the court is in line with the recent 


be ment of the Bow Streét (London) 
lice Court, where it was held that 
the sprat or brisling is not the true 
sardine, but a herring. 

The case arose before. the Board of 
General Appraisers over the classifica- 
tion by the Collector of sprats, or as 
they are known in Norway, brisling, 
under the provision in the old tariff act 
for fish in tins on which a duty of 30 
per cent. ad valorem was fixed. No 
articular kind of fish was mentioned 
by name in this provision, while in an- 
other paragraph herring was made | 9 
when smoked, kippered or. salted, an 
at three-fourths of a cent a poun 
when fresh. 

The court had previously held that this 
provision for herrings was more Sg 
than that for fish in tins, and.the im- 
porters, through B. A. Levett, their 
counsel, contended that as the sardines 
were not provided for by name they fell 
within the family of herrings. At the 
trial of the case before the board, Dr. 
William C. Osburn, in charge of the 
Aquarium in Battery Park, appeared 
as a witness for the importers, and 
testified that the fish were a species 
of herrings, although commonly sold 
under the name of sardines or anchovies 
in the United States. 

Dr. Osburn went ver 
the scientific meaning of the word “ her- 
ring’ and showed that it included very 
many varieties, the common herrings be- 
ing only one of the many species com- 
prised within the term. The Govern- 
ment attempted to show by trade testi- 
pas & that the commercial meaning of 
herring did not include sardines, but 
the board held that the Government had 
failed to establish commercial designa- 
tion. The court now approves the 
board’s finding, and grants entry under 
the herring provision of the law.

A Week's Exports. 

General exports, exclusive of specie, 
from the Port of New York last week, 
were valued at $16,554,488, compared 
with $18,873,208 in the previous week, 
and $17,254,672 the corresponding week 
one year ago.

Rubber Prices Off. 

Prices lower than those obtained at 
the last previous sale were the rule yes- 
terday at the regular fortnightly auc- 
tion in London. The offerings consisted 
of 1,150 tons of plantation grades, of 
which 440 were sold during the day. 
Buying was slow, and the price tone 
was weaker. Both smoked sheets and 
pale crépe closed the day at 2s. 714d. 
Up-river fine was regularly held in 
London, spot, at 2s. 1144d., while for 
June delivery’ 2s. 64d. was quoted. For 
July-December delivery 2s. .. was 
asked. In this market up-river fine 
was nominally held at 74 cents for spot 
delivery, while the day’s quotation: in 
Brazil on this grade was 73% cents.

Gray Goods Trading Small. 

The gray goods market was quiet 
yesterday, there being a great deal more 
rain than business. There was a little 
inquiry for goods at prices which the 
mills did not see fit to meet, but actual 
sales were small. The only sales of 
the day worth reporting were made on 
88%4-inch 60-48s and on 60-52s of the 
same width. Some of the business on 
the former construction was put through 
at 4% cents, though later in the day this 
figure was shaded to 48-16 cents. On 
the 60-52s some fair-sized orders were 
put through near closing time at 4% 
cents, this figure representing a conces- 
sion of an eighth of a cent a yard from 
the prices asked by the mills. There 
was a Toe business done. on voiles 
and 40-inch lawns in the course of the 
day, and some small lots of drills and 
sheetings were also moved.

Yarn Men Stop a Practice. 

For several monthe past, in order to 
raise funds for their organization with- 
out taxing the members, the Brooklyn 
Sweater Manufacturers’ Association 
has been exacting a tribute of one-tenth 
of 1 per cent. on all remittances made 
by members to yarn spinners and deal- 
ers. This deduction was represented by 
stamps sold to the sweater manufac- 


turers by their association and attached 
to bills that were paid. The yarn men, 
who are members of the Yarn Credit 
Association, to put a stop to this prac- 
tice, which, they say, was done without 
their consent, has adopted a resolution 
refusing to accept these stamps in part 
payment. One yarn dealer figured that 
if he continued to permit this discount 
he bag Bs be out in the course of a year 
over $1,000. The large dealers would 
pay into the treasury of the Sweater 

anufacturers’ Association even greater 
amounts.

Fall Purchases of Clothing. 

While orders received from the road 
by the manufacturing clothiers toward 
the close of last week were fair, there 
was a falling off in business booked yes- 
terday and Monday. The salesmen in 
the South are doing well and the demand 
in the Middle West is fair. From the 
Coast, however, despite the coming ex- 
position, retailers are not placing their 
usual orders.
